Gaming issue lies in voters’ hands

BOISE — The Legislature Tuesday 
approved an amendment to the stale 
Constitution that attempts to ban all forms of 
casino gambling within Idaho. 

But. whether the amendment, if approved 
by voters in November, will accomplish its 
stated intent is still unclear. 

Even Attorney General Larry EchoHawk, 
whose staff drafied the legislation, conceded 
that it wasn’t certain to keep casino gomes 
off Indian reservations. 

As of Tuesday, four ofldaho’s five Indian 


tribes have begun or requested negotiations 
with the stale on compacts to regulate 
gaming activities on their lands. 

The tribes had interpreted federal law, 
several slate and federal court cases, and the 
1988 amendment to the state Constitution 
authorizing a lottery, to argue that casino- 
type games should be subjects of the 
compact negotiations. 

But stale officials rejected that 
interpretation. They said the amendment 
passed Tuesday will clarify twhal they 


cliamclerizcd as Idaho's longstanding policy 
against most forms of gambling, 

“It’s not the policy of this state to 
authorize casino gambling.’’ said Sen. Laird 
Noh, R-Kimbcrly, during Senate debate on 
the amendment. 

“Only under limited circumstances, in 
fimited forms, and under strict conditions do 
we permit any gambling to take place." Noh 
said. 

The amendment passed on a 32-10 vote, 
well over the two-thirds requirement for 
conittilutional changes. The vole followed a 
70-1 1 House vote Monday evening. 

Both chambers rejected altcrnnlive 


amendments that would have allowed casino 
gambling on Indian reservations but nowhere 
else in the state. 

Opposition to the EchoHawk amendment 
was concentrated among Democratic 
legislators from, northern Idaho. All Magic 
Valley senators and representatives, of both 
carties, voted for the amendment 
' The amendment was supported by 
EchoHawk and Gov. Cecil Andrus, both- 
Democrats, and all of the Legislature’s! 
Republican and Democratic leadership. !

TWIN FALLS Twin Falls County will 
close a sale Monday to buy 4.1 acres for a 
juvenile detention center. Commissioners 
Norma Diass and Marvin Hcmpicman said

The county will poy $30,000 for the land 
at the end of Wright Avenue in the 
industrial section in southeast Twin Falls. 
The county will buy the land from Fred 
Wanzenried, a local property owner, the 
commissioners said.

The 
agent for the seller also provided 
comparable properties, she said. 

The county will mod^is-juvenile center 
after one in Kootenai iC^tihty.

Bilsh seeks new confrontation with Saddam

administration is' moving quickly to 
provoke another confrontation with Saddam 
Hussein to keep pressure on the Iraqi leader 
and force him -to comply with terras of the 
Persian Gulf ceasc-firc. 

"This chapter isn’t closed,” warned a 
senior admintS^tion official Tuesday os he 
outlined plans Tor U.N. inspectors to seek 
prompt access to another Iraqi facility to 
look for evidence of nuclear weapons. 


“The odministniiion is not looking for an 
opportunity to use nfiUitory force,” said this 
ofEcioI./ • ' rV: */*„'• 

However, he. urged' tbp new confronlaiion 
with Soddom “as soon as possible” to 
assure that Iho Iraqi leader will not continue 
to block weapons inspections. 

With the threat of iinroinent war lifted by 
Saddam’s agreement to-Icl the U.N. team 
inspect his agriculture ministry for weapons 
data, Bush met Tuesday, with congressional 
leaders of both parties vriio were generally 
supportive of the president. 


"The question is, arc wc willing and 
anxious to work together on key U.S. 
foreign policy and . defense issues and the 
answer is yes,” said House Speaker Thomas 
Foley, D-Wash. 

“Wc don’t view this in an election 
context." said Senate Majority Leader 
George Mitchell, D-Mainc, 

The president told the congressional 
leaders he is not out to eradicate Saddam. 
Senate Minority Leader Bob Dole, R-Kon., 
quoted Bush as asking the congressional 
leaders, “Whose son is going to volunteer 


to do this? Whose son arc you going to send 
over to gel Saddam Hussein?" 

Even os the administration claimed the. 
Iraqi leader had caved in by permitting 
U.N. inspectors into the agriculture 
ministry. White House spokesman Marlin 
-Fitzwatcr conceded that Saddam got his 
way by keeping American and Gulf . 
coalitionpoitncrsofftheinspectionteam. ' 

“He won that point. ... But it’s not 
relevant to the quality of the inspections,” 
said Fitzwatcr. "It’s not that crucial. ... Wc 
will have Americans op other teams.”

Half dozen new parties may be on horizon for U.S.

WASHINGTON — In a post-Perot post- 
mortem, experts on the. politics of 
discontent contended on Tuesday that the 
two-party system is bound to give way over 
the next 10 years to a multi-party structure 
in America. 

“Wc’vc found a level of discontent in 
American politics and American 
institutions that simply knows no parallel 
since the beginning of polling in tbc 
1930s,” said pollster Gordon S. Black, 
seeking to measure the public’s appetite for 
trying something new. “Over half the 


people ore willing to bolt the party system.” 

Analysts said future third-iparty 
movements ore likely to grow from the 
ground up, electing .local and state ofncials 
and members of Congress before trying to 
capture th^ -White House. Ross Perot’s 
supporters 'tried to elect him. with no party 
at all. 

"The American love affair with the two- 
party system is just about over,” said John 
B. Anderson, a forhter Republican 
congressman fium Illinois who bolted his 
party to run for presidnu in 1980. After a 
strong storL'he wound up with .only 6.6 
percent ofthe popularvoto. 


If a new party starts in 1996, “it may take 
six years before they con elect a president,” 
Anderson said, citing the history of the 
Republican Party. It was founded in 1854, 
six years before AbrahnmaHncoln came 
along to lead it into the Whi^Housc. 

Lorry Harrington, a Democratic 
consultant who managed A1 Gore’s 1988 
campaign for the presidential nomination, 
dissented from the view that the discontent 
of 1992 is likely to give rise to new 
political partic.s. 

He said those backing Perot and 
supporting term limitation movements arc 
inherently anti-politics and thus unlikely to 


coalesce polidcally. 

They don’t shore a leader or an ideology,;! 
he .said, and “it is very difficult to govern: ■ 
under those circumstances." !

Punitive strikes against Iraq 
could help, not hurt Saddam 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — Punitive 
nir or missile strikes ogainst Iraq by 
the U.S.-led coalition would likely 
backfire by bolstering Saddam 
Hussein rather than crippling him, 
analysts say. 

Saddam headed off threatened 
olticd military action Sunday by 
allowing U.N. inspectors into a 
government ministry after a three- 
week slandofT. 

But Western ofTicials are convinced 
the Iraqi leader will thumb his nose nt 
the United Nations again and that at 
some point, the allies will launch 
attacks aimed at teaching him a 
lesson. 

Defying the U.N. Security Council 
.has become p cornerstone of 
Saddam’s surviVnl strategy. Some 
analy.sts believe he may actually be 
inviting a military strike in order to 
rally his people — and the Arab world 
— around him. 

’’Bush is under tremendous 
pre.ssurc. A military strike against Iniq 
can boomerang on him.” said veteran 
Middle East analyst Hans-Hcino 
Kopiciz. recently with^London's 
Intcrn.'itional Institute for Strategic

The Americans and their main 
allies, Britain and France, have a wide 
range of high-value strategic targets 
they could hit, probably at little 
military cost. 

These include Soddam’s dozen or 
so main air bases. These were badly 
hit during the 1991 Gulf War, when 
about half Saddam’s 700 or so combat 
oircrafi were destroyed or otherwise 
lost. But most have been repaired and 
Saddam still retains an estimated 200- 
300 jets. 

By taking these out, the allies 
would weaken Saddam’s military 
muscle further, a move that could aid 
rebellious Kurds and Shiite Muslims. 

Other targets are Iraq's power 
generating stations. There arc a half- 
dozen key installations, all Gulf War 
targets that have been repaired.

Disability law serves neither 
employers nor U.S. public

sdiool Inis company, an outllt that 
delivers luiiulrcds oT kids a day to 
places all over ilic Magic Valley. 

One day you aiivcrtise for a driver, 
and a clean-cut fellow turns up to 
apply.

Two weeks later, your new driver 
has a relapse and drives his fully 
loaded school bus ol'f Clear Lake 
Grade, injuring himself and dozens ol‘ 
kids. 

What are you going to say. Mr. 
Employer, after the kids' parents sue 
you. !ind their attorney puls you on 
ihe stand to ask why you hired a bus 
driver with a history of dnig abuse? 

Thtit’s just one of conundrums 
likely to face employers in tlte next 
I'ew years as the re.sult of the ADA, 
the far-reaching, 2-ycar-old federal 
law Ihat aims to level tite playing field 
for the disabled. 

The basic premise of the law - that 
workers ought to be Judged by their 
abilities, hot their disabilitie.s - is 
sound. So is the requirement that 
businesses and goventment agencies 
should remove the physical barriers to 
employees and customers. 

But the act goes behind that. It 
dictates whtii tin employer can - and 
can't ■ seek to learn about a potential 
employee. 


We think that’s loii.sy business and 
worse governance. 

As it’s written, tlte ADA still is a 
work in progress, a piece of social 
engineering whose details will be 
decided by lawyers and bureaucrats.' 
not by legislators and the people who 
elected them. 

And like many of the far-reaching 
pieces of Great Society legislation 
during the 1960s, it tries to redress 
wrongs by compounding them. 

Take the speak-no-evil provision of 
the law, for example. 

It prohibits any questions on job 
applications about past drug or 
alcohol abuse, questions about prior 
worker's compensation claims, 
questions about health insurance 
claims, questions about an 
applicant’s psychiatric history and 
questions about an applicant’s 
disability, unless the applicant refers 
to it first. 

Under the ADA, that information is 
considered irrelevant because it has 
no direct affect on the ability of the 
applicant to do the job. 

The congressional authors of the 
law call that justice. Wc disagree, 
and wc suspect many employers and 
their employees do too. 

AHer all, would you want to work 
on a piece of industrial machinery 
next to someone who has filed six 
workcr',s comp claims in the pa,st 
three years? 

If there's one thing wc Americans 
have loumed in the past 30 years, it’s 
that you can't legislate something as 
abstnict as fairness. But you can, and 
should, legislate equal rights under 
the law. 

There’s a big difference between 
the two, and we think the ADA 
should be amended to recogni'^o it.

MOSCOW - There’s nothing quite like 
driving down Kuluzovsky Prospect, 
Mo.scow’s main dmg. gazing through the 
windshield at Stalin's dark, wedding-cake 
skyscrapers with their eerie gothic spires, 
while listening to Little Richard singing 
“Tuiti Frutti” on the radio. 

Tlie FM band is crammed with what used 
to be jammed — American pop tunes, 
delivered in American DJ fashion, on 
stations with Amcrican-stylc logos, my 
favorite being “Radio Rocks" or, 
phonetically speaking. “Rnwdio Ronks." 

One station even .sports a two-hour, 
English-language show called “Moscow in

that they chuckle about chickens in Omsk 
instead of irafnc on the Pike, 

The Cold War is over, and like other 
capitals that have suffered defeat, Moscow 
is inking on all the signs of an occupied city. 

Billboards everywhere proclaim the 
inflltnition of invaders - Sanyo. Siemens, 
Mercedes. IBM. Even the window of the 
Melodiyn record store licralds, in Roman 
letters, “Compact Discs." Bills listing nil the 
movies in town contain only two or three

Russian films. Almost nil the rest arc 
American, most of them dreadful. 

■■Think Berlin, 1 945, and you arc the 
conqueror," one British journalist, a former 
Moscow correspondent, had said. Clearly, 
he was exaggerating, but the West's tools do 
command. A two-class society has emerged 
here, sharply divided between those who 
have dollars and those who do not. 

It's almost embarrassing to be among the 
colonialists and more than a little sad.

Ice-T flap shows music industry greed 


"1 am for the First Amendment from the 
first word to the last. It means what it says." 
Iltus .spake the laic Hugo Black, and thus he 
was quoted the other day atop a full-pnge 
advcrltscmenl paid for by a lobbying 
organization called the Recording Industry 
Association of America. 

The self-described “music community” 
would like u.s to believe that Justice Black 
would have approved it.s position on the 
matter of the rapper Icc-T. The ■‘music 
community" is ail wet. 

The furor over Ice-T and his recordings, 
among them "Cop Killer” and “KKK 
Bitch,” has absolutely nothing to do willi the 
First Amendment, il may be convenient for 
the recording indusliy generally and Time 
Warner specifically to hide behind that 
amendment, but the broad free-spcech 
protections it guarantees simply are not at 
issue here. 

When Time Warner and the recording 
industry talk about censorship and the First 
Amendment, they simply don't understand 
the difTercncc between terms. 

Cut through all the hot air surrounding 
Icc-T, and that is what the issue boils down 
to. Time Warner is trying - with cver- 
incrcasing desperation and stridency - to

argue that that not merely are they free to 
record Icc-T, they have under the 
Constitution no choice except to do so. 

Hogwosh. All they're doing is putting a 
legalistic spin on a rankly commercial 
undertaking. Warner Bros., the subsidiary of 
Time Warner for which Ice-T records, has 
from the oul.set viewed his "music” in 
purely commercial tenns. It recorded his 
“Body Count” album not out of any fidelity 
to the principles of free expression but out 
of the firm conviction that the album would 
make money. It promoted and distributed 
the album accordingly, then sat back and 
waited for the returns to roll in. 

It got more than it bargained for. The 
lyrics of “Cop Killer,” which quite openly 
advocate the murder of policemen, and of 
"KKK Bitch,” which fantasize about 
sodomizing a Klansman’s daughter, may 
have titillated some people whose cars and 
sensibilities hove been deadened to the 
nuances of civilized discourse, but they 
offended millions of other Americans for 
reasons that need no elaboration. 

Some responded that Icc-T has no right to 


speak a.s he does. But others, more attuned 
to the Constitution, argue tluat the is.sue 
wa.sn'i Ice-T’s freedom of speech but Time 
Warner's corporate responsibility. Its . 
obligation, they say, is not to dis.scminate 
any old piece of trash that comes its way but 
to distinguish between what is fit und what 
is not; to exercise la.stc and social 
responsibility, in other word.s, as well a.s , 
mere greed. ■“ 

Tills is an obligation of which most 
institutions and individuals who deal ii]_ihc 
expression of opinion arc well aware. 

What it comes down to is that Warner 
Bros, put Ct-ish ahead of taste. Right now 
their highest executives arc sufficiently 
worried about the corporation’s “imag^f ' 
that they are scurrying about in search pf a 
new company policy about offensive or 
pornographic material. 

But don't let them kid you: Any policy 
they manage to devise will be window ‘ 
dressing pure and simple, a gesture to public 
relations rather than a genuine corporate 
change of heart.

Shortly thereafter, federal agents 
arrested him at his home, led him 
oway in handcufTs and booked him. 
Indicted on 41 counts of violating 
the Clean Water Act, based on a

was convicted On all counts. He was 
sentenced to three years in prison 
and five years’ probation and 
ordered to pay a special assessment 
ofS202,000. 

Pozsgai’s gross income was about 
S20.000 per year; he had no savings 
and a negative net worth.

Communications giant U S West seeks rate hike in 14 states

ENGLEWOOD, Colo. -US West will 
seek a rate increase in Idaho to cover up to S3 
billion in post-retirement health-care benefits 
for existing and retired workers under a new 
aecounting standard, company officials said.

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Twin Falls tops the 
state in hate crimes 

1992 figures show rapes, burglaries rising

TWIN FALLS - There were more hate 
and bios crimes reported in Twin Falls 
during the first six months of this year than 
in any other area of the state. 

Statistics for Jonuary through June 
compiled by the Idaho Department of Law 
Enforcement show nine crimes motivated 
by rocial or religious conflict in Twin Falls 
during that time. 

Those nine crimes accounted for more 
than one-third of the 24 hate crimes 
reported in the state. By comparison, the 
Boise Police Department tallied only three 
such crimes during the same period. 

Lt. Jim Kistler of the Twin Falls police 
department said Tuesday he's not quite 


sure what lo make of those statistics. The 
difference could lie in the way oftlcers 
report such crimes rather than any 
difference in racial tensions, he said. 

Four of Twin Falls’ hate crimes were 
listed as iniimidation, a definition that can 
be very broad, said Kistler, who heads the 
department 's detective division. 

*Tm unsure just how far that goes,’’ 
Kistler said. “If a white person makes a 
(verbal) threat to a black or Hisponic 
person, that may be intimidation.” 

When officers do a police report, they 
indicate whether they think racial or 
religious bios is a factor m the crime. This 
is the first year the state has been compiling 
those statistics. Kistler said.

Indians react angrily to 
new gambling amendment

BOISE — Representatives of Idaho 
Indian tribes reacted with anger and a 
sense of betrayal Tuesday after the 
Legislature approved a constitutional 
amendment banning casino gambling in 
the state. 

Much of their ire was directed at 
Attorney General Lnny EchoHawk, a 
Wyoming-born Paiute and former 
counsel to the Shoshone-Bannock 
Tribes. The Sho-Bons ore one of four 
tribes seeking gaming compacts under 
the federal Indian Gaming Regulatory 
Act. 

Several tribal leaders accosted 
EchoHawk as he left the Senote 
chombers Tuesday momihg. accusing 
him of misleading legislators and 
ignoring the economic needs of the 
tribes. 

“How do you propose now that the 
state of Idaho is going lo address 


economic development on the 
reservations, and with what?" demanded 
Ernest Stensgar, Coeur d’Alene tribal 
chairman. 

EchoHawk responded, then and at a 
meeting with tribal leaders later in the 
day, that he would work on a tribal 
development package to present to the 
1993 Legislature next Janua^. 

Such a package might include tax 
credits for business investment on the 
reservation, a state commission or 
.department to deal with Indion affairs, 
or a new program by the Department of 
Commerce to attract new investment. 
EchoHawk said. 

"I think you’ll find in January that the 
Legislature will be more receptive than 
it has been in the past,” he told the tribal 
leaders. “You’ll be oblc to do some 
things you’ve never been able to do 
before, because you’ve caught their 
attention.”

PHOENIX (AP) — The state of Arizona signed a 
gambling compact with a second Indian trilx Tuesday, 
selling Ihc stage for casino-style gambling on the 
C(x;op:ih reservation near Yuma. 

Tribal officials and gutwrnatorial aide Jack Moortcl 
signed the compact at the Yuma airport. Coy. Fife 
Symington probably will attend a formal signing 
ceremony later, said Doug Cole, the governor’s press 
secretary. 

The Yavapai-Prcscoll irilrc signed a compact with the 
Mate on Jiily 4 and plans to have its gambling operations 


up and running within two weeks at its bingo hull near 
Prescott and the Sheraton hold, located across the road 
on land owned by the tribe. 

Tlte Cocopah’s compact is similar to that signed by 
the Yavapai-Prcscolt tribe. 

It provides for horse racing, dog racing, off-track 
betting, a lottery and the installation of up to 250 
electronic gambling machines. The compact also 
establishes joint tribal and state regulation of the 
gambling operations and sets the hours of operation for 
Ihe two gambling halls that would be allowed.

Tlic other numbers released by the 
stale offer little more 
encouragement: rapes, burglaries 
and auto thefts are on a pace to 
eelip-sc laM year's totals. 


Statewide, all crimes except 
murder, have increased during the 
first six months of 1992 compared to 
Ihc same period one year ago. 

There were seven rapes reponed 
in Twin Falls during the first six 
months of 1992; there were nine 
rapes during all of 1991. 

Burglaries, which have been on n 
two-year skid in Twin Falls, arc up 
this year. Tlic 303 burglaries in 1991 
were the fewest in more than five 
years, but there were 2!4 break-ins 
in the city between January and June 
of this year. 

Car thefts also promise a sharp 
increase if the current trend 
continues. Sixty-nine cars were 
stolen in Twin Falls during the first 
six months of 1992. compared to 92 
stolen in all of last year. 

Police have found most of the cars 
stolen this year. Kisller said. Many 
oflhcm were taken by juveniles who 
went "joyriding’’ then abandoned the 
vehicles, he said. 


Larceny, which includes 
shoplifting and theft from vehicles, 
may decline this year based on the 
new numbers, but Kisiier said far 
too many urea residents are failing 
viclim to thieves because they are 
too trusting. 

"Peopic reaily have a false sense 
of security." he said. "Twin pulls is 
not the little retireineni community it 
used to be." 

Folks commonly leave their 
houses unlocked and they keep 
valuoblcs in their cars, which are 
particularly vulnerable lo thieves, 
Kistlcr said. 

A good car burglar can open a 
locked cur door as quickly as the . 
owner can with a key. he said. 

Despite the rising crime numbers. 
Twin Falls remains a relatively safe 
place to live, Kistlcr said. 

Overall crimes arc bound to 
increa.se with Ihe population, but the 
city is no worse than other ureas and 
better than some, he said.

In Utah, the company will build a 
communications lower north of 
Vernal and a new compre.ssor station 
near Cisco, but there will be less 
than 10 miles of pipeline built in 
Utah. 

Utah's involvement is 
significantly less than the other 
states, even though Utah's BLM 
office is playing a lead role in the 
project, a spokesman said. 

Washington will gel about 45 
miles of pipeline that will run 
through Fort Lewis. Camp 
Bonneville and the Corps of 
Engineers’ John Day Project near 
Pasco. 

Oregon will gel 112 miles, 
including about a half-mile within

Continued from B1 
representatives clcbrly were 
skeptical. 

“ITI bet you luiything that as soon 
os they put in a tax credit, people 
will be bouncing off the walls trying 
to take it away"' said Coeur d’Alene 
tribal attorney Howard Funkc. 

Funke added that any benefits 
from a tax credit wouldn’t match the 
potential revenue from gaming, and 
that such programs would make 
tribes more dependent on the state 
government, not self-sufficient. 

The Alliance of Idaho Tribes, a 
coordinating group, met Tuesday 
afternoon lo'discuss their strategy 
for opposing the constitutional 
omendment, which must be 
approved by voters this Noveftiber. 


Funkc said their campaign likely 
will focus on the lack of economic 
development alternatives on Ihc 
reservations. 

He added that the tribes may not 
•wait until after Ihc Nov. 3 election 
to sue the state. 

“It may happen even prior to that, 
because our negotiating deadline is 
October 12." he said. 

And some tribal officials 
indicated ihot they weren’t giving up 
the hope of using gambling receipts 
to provide social services and 
develop their local economies. 

"We may have lost the battle,", 
said Cocur d’Alene tribal councillor 
Henry SiJohn, "but I'm not 
convinced we've lost Ihe war."

PUC denies Burley- Albion phone request

BURLEY - Residents in Burley and Albion 
won't have ilKTchance to telephone each' other 
toll free. 

The Idaho Public Utilities Commission, 
recently denied a reque^st for toll-free, 
cxtcndcd-arcu service (EAS) between US 
WEST Comnnmications'* Burley/Declo 
exchange and Albion Telephone Co.’s Albion. 
Almo. Elba. Malta and Raft River exchanges. 

At the .same lime, the commission turned 
down two toll-relief alternatives suggested by 
the utilities. 

The decision ends approximately two years 
of study on the proposal. In November of 
1989. the commission received petitions from 
more than 200 customers and area community 


leaders requesting EAS between the five 
Alhioir Telephone exchanges and 
Burley/Declo. - 

•‘It’s been an ongoing process.’’ said ODecn 
Redman, manager of Albion Telephone. 

"By demonstrating an appreciable 
community of inlcre.st between the petitioning 
exchanges and the Burley/Declo exchange, the 
petitioners presented what in isolation might 
be a strong case for granting EAS.“ the 
commission said in an order. Financial factors, 
however, helped deter granting the proposal. 

••The extremely large annual revenue loss 
for Albion Telephone Co. that would result 
from implementation of EAS must be 
recovered from other sources. A portion of the 
lost revenue would be from the reduction of 
toll minutes and the resulting reduction in 


revenue from the interstate jurisdiction. 

"Albion Telephone’s local access rate are 
already set sq 125 percent of the statewide 
average ;md we are not willing to use the stale 
Universal Service Fund to recover the large 
amount of revenue shortfall." 

Tile Universal Service Fund was set up in 
1988 to help pay shonfalls for rural telephone 
companies, but was intended for local rales, 
not toll-free services, said Gary Richardson, 
spokesman for the PUC. 

Rcdm.in said that if no Universal Service 
Fund monies were made available to make up 
for the deficit, then Albion telephone 
customers might have had to pay an extra $22 
to make up for.lhe S204,(XX) shortfall. 

In addition, the level of support for EAS 
among the residents of the exchanges has 


reportedly tlroppcd by .*'0 percent, according 
lo a spokesman of the peiitioiiers. 

Documenls discussed at tbe hearing indicate 
that at least initially, the immediate 
beneficiaries in this case to EAS would appear 
lo be a small iiuiuIh-t of high volunifbalters. 

The commission told Albion to reduce by 
about 2 cents per minute the amount it charges 
long-distance companies for access lo its 
customers, from SO. 1.31320 to SO. 1 124.5, 

“A reduction in Albion Telephone's- 
intrastate access rales is appropriate ami may 
eventually lead to a small reduction in loll 
rales.” the commission said. 

Richardson said he wasn’t sure liow- much 
of that decrease would be passed on lo the 
consumer.

Riedel Environmental Services 
Inc. of West Jordan was hiic J by the 
Environmental Protection Agency to 
destroy the chemicals. 

Employees hauled three 


containers of picric acid from Parish 
Chemical lo the Lindon Landfili in a 
special trailer. 

Landfill workers dug a 4-f<wt pit 
at the north edge of the dump. 
Member.s of the Ulah County and 
Provo bomb squads, assisted by 
Riedel employees, placed a box of 
dynamite under the containers of 
acid and then used an electrical 
spark to set the explosives off. 

Safety personnel asked company 
owner Wes Parish for a list of all 
chemicals inside the business when 
fire broke out there Friday. But 
picric acid wasn’t on it. Parish also 


has not Idenlified several other 
substances, including liquid in 500- 
gallon vats. 

Jim Knoy. an on-scene 
coordinator for EPA’s emergency 
response branch in Denver, is 
helping firefighters identify 
chemicals found inside Parish 
Chemical. EPA has declared the 
situation a "cla.ssic emergency” and 
is helping to pay for such things as 
detonation of the chemicals. 

"The way wc treat chemical fires 
these days, one of Ihe definite 
options is to let it bum. stand back 
and let it bum.” Knoy said.

The agency is interested in what we’re 
eating and maybe not eating. Idaho is the 
first Slate to attempt a project of 
informing the public about hcalUty eating 
along with some very good recipes.

Valley cooking 

For almost two years this pilot group 
named “Idaho's Partners In Health 
Through Nutrition” has been placing 
newsletters and recipes in some of our 
local supermarkets as well as in 
breakrooms and lunchrooms of industrial 
plants. 

Idaho is the first state and Twin Falls 
is the first place in Idaho to carry the 
message about changing eating habits for 
health benefit. 

And you're not picking them up! So 
you’re not reading them. Which means 
your diet could be too high in fat or too 
low in fiber! 

So far there have been eight 
newsletters with the latest information 
about the food you’re eating or serving 
your family. 

The Partners include most of the suite 
district Health Deportments, some of 
Idaho’s major food companies 
(Albertson’s and Simplot) along with the 
American Cancer Society and Amcricon 
Heart Association. 

Tcom these with such groups as the 
Idaho Bean Commission, die Idaho Beef 
Council, the Idoho Dairy Council, the 
lEA, the Idaho Dietetic Association, The 
Idaho Oregon Fruit and Vegetable 
Association, the Idaho Sugar Beet 
Growers Association and the Idaho 
Wheat Commission. That’s just the short 
list but you get the idea. 

Let’s look over some of their 
guidelines. If you’re an average adult, 
you’re probably eating 2,000 calories a 
day. These calorics come from three 
primary sources: protein, carbohydrates 
and fats. 

Remember that protein and 
carbohydrates have four calorics per 
gram but fat has more than double that at 
nine calorics per gram. If you arc trying 
to shed a few pounds you actually can 
cat the same quantity of food and lose 
weight by cutting down on the fat grams. 

Sixty-seven grams of fat make up 30 
percent of 2,000 calorics. Thirty percent 
is quite a bit below what theraverage 
American downs every day and is 
acceptable. For weight loss, decrease the 
fat percentage to 20 percent or less. 

A touil of 275 grams of carbohydrates 
is 55 percent of that same daily 2,000 
calorics. Carbohydrates arc simple 
(sugars) and complex (starch). 

Make the most of your complex 
carbohydrates like potatoes, whole wheat 
pasta, breads, beans, etc. Protein seems 
to be plentiful in our diet. A total of 75 
grams of protein mokes up 15 percent of 
the 2,000 calorics. 

Red meat is often shunned but it has 
definite advantages if you choose the 
lower fat cuts and remove visible fat.' 
Zinc, iron, Vitamin B6 are provided by 
beef as well as a special quality called 
the "meal factor’’ which helps the body 
utilize iron from other food sources. 

And don’t forget to have between 20 
and 35 grams of fiber each day. Don't let 
your dietary cholesterol go above 300 
milligrams daily. None of these are 
’’radical” ideas, they are basic common 
sense that we need to often remind 
ourselves. 

There are lots more hints in their 
newsletter dealing with shopping, 
lunches, short-order foods, etc. 

Where can you And the newsletters? 
They are in most of the chain 
supermarkets in Magic Valley 
(Albertson’s, Waremart, Smith’s and 
Swenson's as well as Cook’s in 
Gooding). They arc in the breokroom 
and lunchroom of Ore-Ida, Simplot and 
Boise Cascade plants. Magic Valley 
Regional Medical Center and the various 
senior citizen centers also have them. 
Some health clubs like the Raqucttcers in 
Bur!^ and The Club in Twin Falls also 
have It

Munch like an armchair champ with Olympic snacks

Few things in life can make a body feel 
os fat, old and lazy as a good dose of the 
Olympics. So we’ve put (ogciher a 
collection of gold-medal munchies to keep 
up our strength while we watch the 
swimmers, runners and others sweat it out 
in Spain. 

Most of our treats are snack-type fare; in 
true couch potato fashion, (hey come 
together without a huge effort. In fact, 
they’re simple enough not to need recipes: 

• Super nachos: Spread a layer of big 
tortilla chips on a baking sheet. Meanwhile, 
saute' a chopped garlic dove, a chopped 
onion and a 4-ouncc can of chopped green 


chilics in a little olive oil. Then add a can 
of refried beans or a drained can of pinio 
beans that you’ve mashed, stir it all 
together and heat 

Smear a little of the bean mixture on 
cadi chip, then sprinkle with grated 
Monterey Jack cheese and top with a round 
of sliced jalnpeno pepper and/or sliced 
black olives. Slip under the broiler until the 
cheese is melted, then serve with sour 
cream or plain yogurt and salsa on the side. 
If you have any leftover chicken, finely 
chop it, then heat it with some salsa. Use on 
top or instead of refried beans. 

• Potato skins: Scrub baking potatoes 
(ftgurc I per person), pierce with a fork to 
let the steam escape and bake at 400 
degrees until tender, about I hour. Turn 


them over halfway through and pierce 
again with a fork. When they’re done, let 
stand until cool enough to handle, then 
halve and scoop out insides, leaving about 
'A inch in the skins. (Save the insides for 
something cl.se, like potato pancakes.) 

Cut each half in half again lengthwise. 
Brush with melted margarine or olive oil 
and bake at 325 degrees until crisp. 10 or 
15 minutes, Sprinkle with grated cheese 
and return to oven until melted. Serve with 
salsa, crumbled bacon, sour cream or your 
favorite dressing. 

X • Garlicky wonton chips: Biiy a package 
of wonton .skins at the supermarket and cut 
them in half diagonally to make triangles. 
Arrange a layer on a cookie sheet. 
Meanwhile, melt .some margarine with 


crushed garlic cloves, say 4 to A stick. 
Brush womens with melted margarine and 
garlic and bake at 350 until light brown. 7 
to 10 minutes. Cool on a rack. Sprinkle 
with cayenne pepper or Parmesan cheese if 
you want. This idea is from “Good Food, 
Good Friends," by Linda Foley Woodrum 
(Taylor Publishing Co.) 

• Fast and easy thrcc-chccsc pizza: Get a 
refrigerated pizza crust 'from the 
supermarket. Unroll it and spread into a 14- 
inch pizza pan. Spread it with about half a 
pint-size container of part-skim or nonfat 
ricoita (drain ofT the water first). Sprinkle 
with grated mozzarella cheese, then with 
grated Parmesan. Give it a shake of 
oregano, then bake at 400 degrees for about 
20 minutes.

TWIN FALLS - Sharon Avalos doesn’t use paper 
plates and cups just for picnics anymore. Except for 
special occasions, such as Thanksgiving and Chri-simas, 
she uses them for brcakfa.<;t, lunch and dinner every day. 

Avalos looks for colorful disposable dishes and 
coordinating paper napkins. She says she’s never had a 
complaint about them. . 

“If your paper plates ore attractive and if the table is 
attractive - but most of all if your food is just outrageous, 
people don’t care what they’re eating on." she says. 
“They’re not looking at that paper plate; they’re looking 
at the food They're discussing how great it is and what 
you did today and what you're going to do tomorrow." 

For company meals she sets the paperwarc on a locc- 
covered tablecloth. Clearing the table after dinner, 
everything is thrown away except the silverware, which 
goes into the dishwasher with llic> pots and pans. The 
table coverings ore folded or put in the laundry. 

"In 25 minutes I'm ready to sit down and enjoy,” she 
sa^. “I like it that way, because after We’re done we can 
play a gome of dominoes or cords or we can go outside 
and play croquet or just sit and talk." 

Avalos says she is a hard worker - at her job and in 
her home,r- so it is not laziness that prompts her to use 
paper dishes. But, by using them she has more time for 
gucst^ her family and herself. 

She converted to disposable dishes seven years ago, 
after using them while entertaining housegucsts for 
several days. “It just became a habit after they left," she 
says, “ljust said, 'Cosh, this is so much easier.’" 

This past year Avalos has been out in the work world 
for the first time so she has also had to. cut comers in her 
cboking '• and still fix a nice xhcal. The following 
Mexican menu she says is quick and casy.'The first 
recipe is one other mother’s. ' . 


LINDA’S ENCHILADAS 
Makes 2 dozen 
Preheat oven to 400 degrees. 

The ingredients are as follows; 

1 large chicken, skinned, boned and boiled 
2(19 ounce) cans Las Palmas enchilada sauce 

2 ( 1 0>i ounce) cans cream of chicken soup 
I pound medium cheddor cheese, grated 

1 pound Monterey Jock cheese, grated 
(Tlic cheeses may be combined^ if desired)

McWhinnic says that Pez origi- 
nally was an “adult product." 
Wlicn Pezes were marketed in 
the United States for the first 
lime in 1950. ihcy came in head- 
less dispensers lliat looked like 
Bic lighters. 

In n flash of brilliance, ihe Pc/, 
meisters decided lu make the 
candy in different frttil flavors, 
sell it in dispensers with charac- 
ter heads and market it to chil- 
dren. 

“They immcdialely .caugJit ev- 


eryone's fancy." McWhinnic 
says. 

Tin: first Pe/-hcad was Popcyc. 
who came out in 1952. If you're 
a bit more of a seasoned . Pe/ fan. 
you may remember ilic full-bod- 
ied Santa Pez oi-an earlier edition 
of the Batman Pez. complete with 
removable blue cape. 

Tlicre also w,;ere Make-A-I’ace 
Pc/es (like Mr.'Polalo Head loys 
for children, you could rearrange 
the eyes. nose, eic.) and the soil- 
headed moiisiLT Pez. 

An informal panel keeps an 
eye on trends ami decides wliose 
heads will appear nexi on ihe 
plastic dispensers. McWliinnie 
says the company gels pelted 
with mail from merchaiulisers 
v.'ho waiil iheir star or charaeler 
to appear aiop a dispenser, hut 
the Pez meisiers are pretty pieky.

But the recipe actually 
belongs to a chef who worked for 
Vice President Bush, the first 
lady’s press office said. 

"We hope Mrs. Bush isn’t 
losing faith in' her cookies,” said 
Jacqueline Leo, Family Circle’s 
editor-in-chief. "The middle of a 
contest is no time to dump your 
cookies.” 

Leo said neither Hillary Clinton i 
nor Barbara Bush was told Family ' 
Circle was planning a contest. Tlie 
magazine got a recipe from Hillary 
Clinton after an interview. For 
Barbara Bush’s recipe, it checked 
with the McCall’s fact-checker.

Here’s how to keep carpenter bees under control 


Q. Carpenter bees attacked areas 
, of the cedar siding on my home 
several limes in recent years. What 
can I do to get rid of them 
permanently? — G. Schaefer. 

A. It iniglil not be possible to get 
rid of the l>ecs for good, inn you can 
gel the upper hand by understanding 
their nature and following some 
preventive steps. 

Carpenter bees are large enough - 
sometimes almost an inch long - to 
appear dangerous, but only the 
females can sting, and they usually 
don’t attack people. The bees 
generally show up around homes in 
late spring, when the females arc 
looking for nesting places in soft 
wood such as cedar, redwood and 
pine. They usually don’t nest in 
worn! that is painted or treated with 
a preservative. Trim pieces, deck 
supports and siding are favorite 
places for nests. 

'Hie females chew tunnels into the 
wooif and lay their eggs in the 
tunnels. If enough itunncis arc 
drilled, structural damage can result. 
Water infiltration into the wood can 
also weaken the structure.

entrance holes can t>c plugged with 
wood pegs or a hard-setting wood 
putty such as Plastic NVood. wiiliout 
using insecticide. Caulking 
compound or other soft material is 
seldom effective for plugging. 

If insecticide or plugs are used 
when a nest is active, it’s sjilest to 
do the work at night by artificial 
light. Protective clothing should he 
worn. 

After holes are plugged, either 
paint the wood or treat it with a clear 
wood preservative. Preservatives are 
sold at many home centers and 
lumberyards under various brand 
names, sometimes in combination 
with sealers. It is intponani lo treat 
edges and ends of boards as well as 
the sides, If a dear preservative is 
used, it should be reapplied every 
few years. 

If do-it-yourself Ireaimenis fail or 
many bees arc involved, a trained 
cxienninaior should Ik consulted. 


A. White stains of this type 
usually resiili when water washes 
chalked or powdered paint, from 
wood trim, over the surface of 
Itficks. 'I'hese stains can often be 
rcmovetl by hcriibbing with a 
solution of trisodiiim phospbalc

Mulching mowers’ 
advantages outweigh 
their disadvantages

The fastest growing trend in 
lawn mowing is mowers which 
mulch the clippings. Instead of 
throwing the clippings to the 
back or side for collection, they 
are chopped into fine pieces so 
they fall evenly between the 
grass blades! 

Mulching mowers offer several 
attractive advantages. Tlicy save 
time and work because the 
clipping bag does not have to be 
emptied repeatedly. Tlterc is less 
wu.ste for collection ami disposal 
at the garbage dump. 

By returning the grass to the 
lawn, fertility is increased. Over 
a year’s time, clippings will 
return as much nitrogen to the 
soil as one typical lawn 
fcnili7.ation. 

One unnecessary concern 
about leaving lawn clippings is 
that ibey will cau.se the buildup 
of an undesirable layer of ihnich 
in the lawn. Research has proven 
that most lawn clippings decay in 
less than a year's time. 

It is the stems, crowns and 
rhizomes of the grass plant which 
create most of the thatch. 
Clippings actually create a 
favorahle environment for micro- 
organisms which break down the 
ihaiclt. 

Before investing in a new 
mulching ntower. you may also 
want to consider some of the 
disadvantages. If Ihe lawn is wet 
or is allowed (o grow too long 
between mowings, the clippings 
can slick to the underside of the 
mower, or bog down the engine 
so that it dies. Wet clippings, or 
large amounts of clippings may 
stick together and leave clumps 
on lop of the lawn. 

These disadvantages arc easily 
overcome by mowing at proper 
intervals and avoiding mowing 
when grass is wei.

Even when operating at 
optimum, clippings will stick to

If you do decide to continue, to

.send them to the garbage dump. 
Lawn clippings are one of the 
best mulching materials 
available. Tliey can be scattered 
under trees, around shrubs atid 
flowers and between rows in' the 
vegetable garden. 

They not only return nitrogtn 
to the .soil, but they also suppress 
weed growth ami reduce water 
evaporation from the soil. A I- 
ineh layer can be applied every 
three or four weeks. They 
gradually decay and return 
valijuble humus to the noil. 


Two other very important 
principles of lawn mowjng 
should also be mentioned, ^ic 
optimum mowing height .Tor 
lawns is IK- to 2 inches, 
especially during hot wcatt^r. 
When mowed shorter, lawns 
gradually become thinner and

U.S. -Cuba 
matchup 
a classic 

BARCELONA. Spain (AP) — 
Forget that it’s the Olympics. Pul 
a.sidc national pride. Tliis U.S. -Cuba 
baseball series is just a good old- 
fashioned. in-your-face rivalry. 

They throw at each other. Step on 
each other's feet. Celebrate homers 
with raised arms. Talk a little trash 
from the dugout. 

It’s the Red Sox-Yankees of 
international play, the Reds-Dodgers 
of amateur baseball. 

■’It’s a pretty good rivalry." U.S. 
third ba.scman Phil Nevin said. "I’m 
sure everybody is looking forward 
to hopefully seeing us and Cuba in 
the gold-medal game. I’m sure it’d 
be quite a game." 

Tlic preview is Wednesday, when 
the tournament's only unbeaten 
teams meet for their round-robin 
game. Tlic United Stales beat Italy 
lO-O Tuesday and Cuba hit three 
homers in .an 8-2 rout of Japan, its 
third lopsided win. 

In the other two games, the 
Dominican Republic beat Spain 1 1- 
2 and Taiwan ^at Puerto Rico 10- 1 . 

Baseball may be America's 
pastime, but it’s Cuba's glory at the 
amateur level; Tlic Cubans arc 67-1 
in intcrnatiopal tournament play. 
Their only loss? To the United 
Stales in the 1987 Pan American 
Games. 

The rivalry has a little to do with 
records, a lot to do with their styles. 

The Cubans are the heavyweights 
of international baseball, the most 
talented and experienced roster in 
the world. They’re loaded with 
power hitlers and pitching. 

Bui they don't rest on their talent 
edge. They're also the most 
practiced at mind games. 

They step out on the pitcher again 
and again to break his rhythm: work 
the umpires by arguing balls and 
strikes; pump a fist after each home 
run to applaud their own firepower: 
skip batting practice to make il look 
us if they can just come off the, 
bench and hit. 

And they do everything with a 
certain swagger. 

“They try to intimidate yob a 
little." said U.S. pitcher Rick 
Helling, who will start against Cuba 
Wednesday. "They know they’re the 
best, and they let you know it." 

The United States has let them 
know they don't much appreciate 
the theatrics. Tltc Cubans won five 
of the seven games against the 
United States on an Olympic 
exhibition tour, but found 
themselves in a beanbail war. 

The Americans thought their 
players were being thrown at. so 
they threw buck. The benches 
cleared twice during the series. 

"We’re not going to necessarily 
do the intimidating, but we’re going 
to fight back and do whatever wc 
have to do." Nevin sa^d. "They 
threw at a couple of our guys, and 
we threw buck at them. It’s part of 
baseball. You don’t like to sec it. 
but if they’re going to do it, we’re 
going to do it to them." 

They've had u few other flare-ups 
since the countries normalized 
baseball relations in 1986. The 
Cubans arc 31-13 again-st the United 
States and have won every 
important game, but the Americans 
have earned their rc.spcct. 

The United States’ most stunning 
victory was the one at the 1987 Pan 
Am games in Indianapolis. Second 
baseman Ty Griffin hit a two-run 
homer in the bottom of the ninth for 
a 6-4 win. 

But the Cubans won the rematch 
in the championship game. 13-9. 

There have been some sensational 
comebacks, mostly by the Cubans. 
They scored four runs in the ninth 
inning to beat the United Slates 10-9 
in the 1988 World CTiampionships 
in Italy, and came from behind 
again to take (he championship 
game. 

Every year, the United States 
assembles a new team. The newness 
shows in its Olympic team — the 
10-0 victory Tuesday over Italy 
didn’t come easily. The United 
States led just 3-0 after five innings, 
but put the Italians away with a five- 
run eighth.

BARCELONA, Spain — Charles 
Barkley apparently is taking his role 
as ugly American seriously. In addi- 
tion to his regularly scheduled con- 
troversial comments. Barkley now is 
offering bonus days of ill-will. 

On Tuesday, an off day for. the 
- U.S, basketball squad. Barkley sum- 
moned four of his Dream Team- 
mates. one assistant coach and one 
always available moderator and then 
threw a press conference in a movie 
theater in downtown Barcelona. 

Tlie gathering officially was held 
■ by Nike, for which Barkley has been 
chief attention-getter at these 
Games. But the press conference 
was called in Sir Charles’ name. 
And it had no particular theme, oth- 
er than to remind several hundred 
members of the international media 
that when Charles Barkley puts his 
foot in his mouth, that fool is clad in 
a Nike tennis shoe. 

With Nike co-workers Scottie 
Pippen. David Robinson. Chris 
MuHin, John Stockton and P.J. Car- 
Icsimo serving as a backdrop, and 
with Ahmad Rasliad. wl.j may even 
do weddings, serving as a modera- 
tor. Barkley held court. He talked 
about basketball, life, the world and 
Charles Barkley. It was a one-man 
show, sort of like “Hal Holbrook 
does Mark Twain with an Attitude." 

Having already elbowed an oppo- 
nent in the jaw. received a technical 
for bad language and badmouthed 
just about every other player on ev- 
ery other team on the planet. 
Barkley took off...

With no attractive opening leads, 
West chose the effective lead of the 
spade queen. After such confident 
bidding, it seemed that aggressive 
measures were in order. 

E^t signaled with his 10 and 
South won his king. South blithely 
crossed to dummy's diamond ace to 
try the trump finesse. This lost to 
West's king and a second spade was 
led through dummy’s J-8*7. East 
took his nine, cashed the ace and 
then led his last spade. Curtains for 
South. He could no longer do any- 
thing to avoid a second trump loser 
to West's 10, and the game went one 
down. 

Esta Van 21andt of Houston did 
much better against the same open- 
ing lead at a recent tournament.
